A NEW USE FOR OLD GLOVES.

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HEN a pair of kid gloves wear out, it

To some the idea of it alone 
is abhorrent, while the opposition of others to 
its claims is almost violent. 

But it takes all sorts to make a world. It 
is certain that many do avail themselves of 
operations by which the plastic surgeon can 
improve undesirable features or repair the 
ravages of time. How else account for the 
existence of the numerous beaut specialists 
that flourish in Europe and America to-day? 

Other operations in plastic surgery aim at 
remedying the results of injuries. he tragedy 
of the war gave an enormous impetus to 
esthetic surgery. By its aid wonders, almost 
miracles, were done to shattered features and 
disficuring scars, which, had they been left, 
would have rendered many a poor hero an 
object of pity for hfe. 

The beneticence of such work cannot be 

ghtly denied, although one may deny the 
maseaiity of that side of the plastic surgeon's 
art that deals mainly with improving the faces 
we were born with. 

Many people are neither sufficiently sensi- 
tive nor sufficiently critical to realise that 
their physical appearance leaves anything to 
be desired.

UNEMPLOYMENT GRANTS

RAILWAYMEN’S CASE FAILA. 
In the King’s Bench Division yesterday 
judgment was delivered by the Lord Chief 
ustice of Ireland, Mr. Justice Dodd, and 
Mr. Justice Samuels, in the matter of the 
King, at the prosecution of John Bowman, 
v. Joseph Healy, the umpire appointed under 
the Unemployment Insurance Acts, 1920. 
1921, to adjudicate upon the claims of 
employés of the Great Southern and W 
Railway Works at Inchicore, and Major Fuge, 
the imsurance officer under the Ministry of 
ates Lord Chiet J giving jad 
rd Chi ustice, in ng nt, 

said that the ig As ru Sean" hak 
1920, provided for granting of unemploy- 
ment benefit, under certain 
person insured under the Act (in the Act 
referred to as an insured contributer). The 
statatory conditions which entitled an insured 
contributor to the receipt of unemployment 
benefit were stated in Section 7 the Act. 
There were, however, certain tters dis- 
qualifying an insured contributor from unem- 
loyment benefit, and they were set out in 
ection 8, Sub-Section I. : 

Aft insufed contftibutor, who has lost employment 
by reason of a stoppage of work, which was dee tn 
a trade dispute at the factory. workshop, or other 
premises, at which was employed, shall be 
disqualified for receiving unemployment benefit to 
long as the stoppage of work continues, except in a 


case where he has, during the moppage work, 
become bona-fide employed elsewhere in the 
occupation which he usually follows, or has become 


regularly engaged in some other occupation. 
Where separate branhes of work, which are 
commoniy carried on as -separate business, in 
sefarate premises, are, in any case, carried on in 
separate departments, on the same premises, each 
of those departments, for the purposes of this 
provision, to be a separate factory, 
or workshop, or premises, as the case may be. | 
The prosecutor in this case was a boiler- 
maker, employed at the Inchicore Works of 
the Great Southern and Western Railway, 
and on the 17th October, 1922, he became 
disemployed owing to the closing down of the 
works at Inchicore. The utor there- 
upon claimed unemployed insurance benefit 
under the visions of the Act, and the in- 
surance officer decided against the claim on 
the ground that he had lost his employment 
owing to stoppage of work which was due to 
a trade dispute. 
ere was, at the time, a strike in the 
Traffic Department of the Great Southern and 
Western Railway, but the prosecutor con- 
tended that, as re wae no strike at the 
Inchicore Works, the persons employed there 
were unafiected by the strike at Kingsbridge, 
and, further, that the building and repairing 
of railway locomotives and carriages carried 
on at the Inchicore Works were works which 
are commonly carried on as a sejarate busi- 


neas, and that, therefore, he was entitled to. 
| unemployment 


benefit. Being dissatisfied 
with the decision of the insurance officer, the 
prosecutor appealed to the Court of Referecs, 
who agreed with the insurance officer, and the 
matter being ultimately referred to the 
umpire, Mr. Healy, the umpire, published his 
award on the 23rd November, 1922, disallow- 
ing the claim. The prosecutor thereupon 
applied to the Court of Kin ‘s Bench on the 
20th December, 1922, and obtained a condi- 
tional order for a writ of certiorari upon the 
MAN mainly that the nmpire waa wrong in 
aw in holding that the railway carriage and 
locomotive works at Inchicore are not com- 
monly carried on as separate businesses within 
the meaning of Section 8, Sub-Section L, of 
the Unemployment Insurance Act, 1920, and, 
further, that the umpire, by acting on a 
wrong construction of the Unemployment Act, 
1920, did not exercise the real discretion 
given him hy the Act. 

Section 11, Sub-Section 6, provided that 
“the decision of the umpire in the matter 
shall be final and conclusive,’’ and Mr. Dickie, 
for the prosecutor, admitted thet if the 
umpire had simply stated his decision that 
Court would not examine into the evidence 
oh whieh it was based or its correctness in 
law. The authorities on this point were too 
strong for Mr. Dickie to combat, but he ocon- 
tended that the decision given by Mr. Healy 
on the 23rd November, 1922, and supple- 
mented -by a further decision of the 20th 
November, 1922, formed together a “ speak- 
ing order” which he was entitled to chal- 
lenge. Having quoted from authorities, the 
Lord Chief Justice said that, apart altogether 
from any question of an eel Ag seemed to 
him that Mr. Healy had not only jurisdiction, 
but was in law bound to decide the questions 
which came before him, and that his decision 
could not be questioned in that Court on a 
certiorari. The result was that the cause 
shown must be allowed, and the conditional 
order discharged. 


Mr. Justice Dodd and Mr. Justice Samuels 
concurred.

O'Connor. The action, it was stated, was 
brought to recover moneys alleged to be due 
to the plaintiffs in respect of the transfer of 
portion of their buainess to the defendant.

COLOURS LAID IN 
BOMBAY CATHEDRAL. 


——————- 
FIGHTING RECORD OF 
THE “BRASS-HEAUDS,” 


On Sunday, January 28, the Colours of the 
Second Battalion the Prince of Wales’s Leinster 
Regiment were deposited with fitting cere- 
monial in St. Thomas’s Cathedral, Bombay. 

The regiment has been disbanded consequent 
upon the establishment of the Irish Free 
State. The Colours were sent to Bombay 
becanse the regiment was raised in the Pre- 
sidency, and was, in fact, originally known 
as the Third Bombay E Regiment. 

It was recruited at Poona in 1855 from the 
First Bombay Fusiliers, the Second Bombay 
Light Infantry, and the Honourable East 
India Company's dépét at Warley, Essex. The 
physique of the men was so good and they 
suffered ao little from exposure to the sun 
won for themselves the name of the 
** Brass-heads,"" a soubriquet which at once 
suggests that given to the First Bombay 
Fusiliers (afterwards the Second Battélion 
Royal Dublin Fusiliers), who were for long 
known as “ The Old Toughs.” 

The Second Leinsters’ record is one of fight- 
ing. Some day its history may be written. 
Its last service is fresh in the minds of all. 
As part of the Seventeenth Infantry Brigade 
it went out to Flanders with the original 
Expeditionary Force. It took part in the 
fighting at Armentiéres and in the Ypres 
salient and in the battles of the Aisne, the 
Somme, Loos and Cambrai—borrors; fatigues, 
trials, and final triamph. 

In December, 1918, the battalion marched 
into Germany. Six months later it came home, 
but in May, 1921, went to Upper Silesia. 

It was in Oppeln, in February of last year, 
that disbandment began.

THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—Referring to the leading article in 
your issue of to-day, it mav be of interest 
to some of your readers—aend perhaps un- 
known to many of them—that Napoleon the 
Great, at the period when he was practically 
the master of Europe, had entertained the 
idea of organising and establishing a Leakue 
of Nations. : 

Nobody could speak with. greater authority 


' than he could on matters such as belong to 


warfare, or treaty making, or military and 
civic organisation, or was better acquainted 
with the disintegrating effects of racial 
jealousies, and the animosities that develop 
and susiain the lust of conquest. In a work 
entitled “‘ldées Napoléoniennes,’’ published 
by Napoleon IIT. in 1839, it is stated that it 
was the desire of his illustrious relative that 
his. conquests should serve as the means for 
establishing an European Confederation or 
League of Nations, which would abolish from 
among the nations of Europe those jealousies, 
suspicions, and misunderstandings that breed 
strife and make Europe a cockpit. 

He apparently had in view an European 
Court of Appeal that would afford security 
end safeguard peace, and he would have it 
provide uniformity of legislation, and even 
of weights and measures. In the edicts of 
e communal interests would be 
raised above individual interests, and com- 
munal interests, in their turn, would be sub- 
sidiary to national and to international in- 
teresta. 

Such, in brief, were the thoughts and m- 
tentions of the Great Napoleon. It is said 
that “all his political combinations tended 
to this immense result, but, to arrive at it 
necessitated the securing of England’s and 
Russia’s co-opetation’’—and in this he did 
not succeed. We may wistfully regret his 
failare when we contemplate the frightful 
results of the wars, the wasted opportunities, 
the destruction of life and material that fill 
the records of Europe since the time of the 
First Napoleon. 

Now, we cannot think of the collapse of 
this Napoleonic project ef the past without 
perceiving an almost complete historical 
parallel in the quite recent history of another 
League of Nationa project. The more we 
contemplate the lamentable position of our 
own conntry, and the present instability of 
European politics, the more clearly we see 
cause to regret the defeat of the efforta made 
by former President Wilson to get a Leacue 
at Nations established, in which it was doubt- 
less his ambition that the United States would 
have a potential voice. 

We find in the interésting Monograph on 
Woodrow Wilson, recently published by his 
friend and secretary, Joseph f Tumulty, that 
when the League of Nations question wes 
turned down in the last Presidential] election, 
the defeated President made the following 
comment:—‘‘ We had a chance to gain the 
leadership of the world. We have lost it. The 
people will now have to learn by bitter ex- 
perience just what it is they have lost: the 
people will soon witness the tragedy of dis 
sppointment, and will turn upon those who 
made the disappointment possible.” 

We are witnessing to-day, in current news 
from the United States, confirmation of those 
predictions, and we may well marvel at the 
prescience of the great man who gave them 
utterance.—Yours, etc.,

LABOUR DICTATION.—A large body of 
workmen attended a meeting of the Tullamore 
Rural Pistrict Council] to demand that all work 
should be done on the roads by direct labour. 
Recently the Council adopted a scheme of road 
maintenance by which half the work would 
be done by the council’s labourers and half by 
contracts distributed among farmers. The 
workmen carried a red flag into the council 
meeting, and adopted a threatening tone. 
ihey would, eaid a spokesman, allow no con- 
tracts to be declared or tenders accepted. A 
compromise was eventually reached that the 
road work should be left in the hands of the 
county surveyor, who is to give it to direct 
labour where such is available, and where it 
ie not, he is to adopt the contract system. 

WICKLOW’S RATES.—Wicklow County 
Council yesterday received a deputation from 
the Farmers’ Union, which asked the council 
to keep down the rates. The deputation 
pointed out particularly that direct labour on 
the roads was unecenomical, 
£42,000 this year. Outdoor relief, too, was 
high. The council said that it would refer the 
estimates back to the district councils and 
County Board of Health for further considera- 
tion in the hope that some ecénomies could be 
effected. A deputation fromm people living in 
the Togher-Laragh districts asked that the 
main road to Bray should be properly repaired. 
The Rathdram District Council had provision- 
ally passed a scheme that would cost £32,000. 
It was desired to attract tourist traffic. On 
the suggestion of the Chairman, it was decided 
to send a deputation to visit the Free State 
Government in cennection with the matter. 

MEATH FARM TROUBLES.—Another 
conference at Navan between representatives 
of the Meath Farmers’ Union and the Irish 
Transport Union in connection with the farm- 
hands’ wages has proved abortive. The farmers 
continue to offer 34s. and 32s.-a week, while 
the labourers demand 36s. and 34s. 


NORTHERN 


LURGAN CURATIVE CENTRE.—The

DPONEGAL COUNTY COUNCIL ESTI- 
MATES.—At a meeting of the Donegal 
County Council the Secretary submitted . the 
estimates for the ensuing year. He esti- 
mated the receipts would amount to £42,715 
and the expenditure £217,009, made up as 
follows:—Debit balance, £7,614; county-at- 
large charges, £145,081; district charges, 
£66,314. The total amount, therefore, to be 
levied in reapect of general charges was 
£174,294. Tho estimates were adopted. 

LIFE SAVING SOCIETY.—There are now 
twentyight clubs, classes and schools 
affiliated with the Ulster Branch of the Royal 
Life Saving Society.

Boats, of course, played an enor- 
mous part in the life of Egypt, as may be 
comprehended, when it ts remembered that 
the country was practically a long ribbon six 
hundred or seven hundred miles wide. 

This dependence of the Egyptians on the 
Nile inevitably shaped all their ideas of the 
universe. :

found here are believed to rival in artistic 
beanty any ret discovered. 

in another detail one of the finest objects 
found. commemorates the importance of the 
Nile in Egyptian life, What experte 
generally declare to be the loveliest of all 
the alabaster vases in this tomb, and probably 
lovelier than anv yet. known, has two so- 
called Hapi figures as handles or gide pieces. 

Hapi was the deity of the Nile, and the 
form of his representation ig well known. 
This vase still repocers hetween the walle of 
the first and second tabernacle, yet. untouched, 
and is likely so to remain ewhile, bat al 
who had seen it were enraptored. 

I have mentioned before the life-size Erure 
of the jackal conchant, which is among the 
objects of the treasure house. It is finely 
carved or modelled, end altogether a striking 
thing. It represents Anubis, or, more 
exactly, thet manifestation of Anubis. knovrn 
as Apuat, meaning, literally, “ an opener of 
the way,” it being his office to escort or 
introduce the dead to the infernal regions. 

Half concealed at present br the jackal 
is a fine representation of a bull, which, from 
| its position, cannot yet be examined, and its 
significance is uncertdin 

But we know the bul! is closely aesociated 

with the great god Amon. one of whose 
names Of adoration waa “ Bull Fair of Face.”’ 

The animal is generally accepted aa typify- 
| ing especially the sun god’s attributes of 
| strength and generative power. Merely as 
a bold pie e of modelling. ‘thie bull's head im.

King Khama, Chief of the Bamangwato, 
died yesterday at 7.45 a.m. at his capital, 
Serowe, at the age of 95. 

‘As # boy in bis early teens Whama met 
.David Livingstone on the explorer’s first 
journey into Central Africa. Khama’s father 
was a witch doctor as well as chief. The 
tribe was being reduced in numbers and 
power by the Matabeles, under Lobengula, 
but when Khama took the reins of power he 
broke the Matabeles’ strength, and through- 
out his whole life the Bamangwatos have 
become stronger every day. 

He became a Christian in his early twenties, 
and immediately fought the drink habits of 
bis tribe, and expelled the white traders who 
trafficked in spirits. Khama’s principal ad- 
visers were the missionaries of the Laden 
MisSionary Society. A few years ago he 
bnilt a magnificent charch. 

_ He also laid out a rough aerodrome as a 
link in the Imperial Air Service. He cele- 
brated his jubilee as a chief six months ago. 
when his message of loyalty was received and 
responded to by King George.

JURY’S HOTEL. 
AN EXCITING ATTACK, 

An official report issued by the National 
Army Headgqnarters yesterday states :— 

s: At 1.30 p.m. to-day an attempt was made 
by a party of armed men to destroy Jury's 
Hotel, Dame street, which is at present being 
used as Local Government offices. 

‘Some of the party took up positions on the 
roofs opposite the hotel and opened fire, under 
cover of which their accomplices endeavoured 
to rush the building.’ The guard stationed in 
the hotel replied to the fire, forcing the armed 
men to make a hurried retreat. 

‘‘In a motor car (outside the building), 
which had been abandoned, the troops found 
three land mines, two revolvers, and three 
tunis of petrol. 

“A revolver and a quantity of ammunition 
were found on the roof of a house apposite the 
hotel. 

‘*A uamber of arrests have been made by 
the troops in connection with the affair. 
Beyond some glass broken in the windows, no 
damage resulted to the building. 

CAREFULLY PLANNED. 

The attack on Jury’s Hotel had apparently 
been planned with great care. When many of 
the staff were at luncheon several men drove 
ap in a Ford car and passed into the hotel 
without attracting any particular attention. 
Three of them went upstairs 4nd “held up” 
the caretaker, Edward Baker, a man of abont 
60 years of age, who at once alarmed the guard. 

The raiders and the guard exchanged shots. 
The caretaker was Jeaving by the hall door 
when he was shot in the left shovides 
parentiy by men on the housetops on 
opposite side of the street. 

A regular fusilade was then opened on 
hotel with rifles, Thompson guns, and re- 
volvers.

NEW YORK, Wednesday, 

Secret Service men rounded up in New 
York, Brooklyn, and other boroughs last even- 
ing more than thirty men and women, whom, 
they allege, comprise a portion of a gang 
which for the past eight has been 
circulating immense quantities of counterfeté 
money. The officials say that when completed 
this round-up will prove to be one of -the 
biggest and most important ever carried out. 

here have recently been Government watn- 
ings of large quantities of spurious paper 
money in circulation 

Wholesale arrests of members of the gang 
who have recently been circulating counterfeit 
money continue to ha made, the total number 
of persons now in the hands of the police 
being sixty-iour. The gang had its head- 
quarters in Greenwich village, the so-called 
Latin quarter of the city, with branches in 
many other localities. 

Besides counterfeit bills of five, ten, and 
tweuty doliars denomination, the country has 
been fiooded with counterfeit gold and silver 
coin, internal Revenue . stamps,-and liquor 
labels have also been countertcited,. 

The operations of the gang bave extended 
as far as Cuba and the West Indies. ‘The pur- 
chase of narcotics and liquors trom rum- 
running vessels off the New Jersey Coast and 
paying with counterteit money was only one 
of the ramifications of the business. ; 

A Federal agent expects a thousand arrests 
in the large American cities in connection 
with this matter.—Reuter.

| Reference to the burning of the Custom 
| House in Dublin is made in the appropriation 
| accounts of the Revénue Departments, issned 
in London yesterday as a White Paper. It is 
stated that the burning involved the destruc- 
tion of practically the whole of the Irish 
head office revenue and vote records, of the 
large stock of stampa, and of such revenve 
moneys as were in the hands of receiving 
officers at the time of the fire. It is antici. 
pated that the destruction of the records will 
result in a very considerable loss of death 


of 0G0. In the caee of other duties it is 
not anticipated that the loss will be con- 


to a large extent the records were capable co 
reconstruction from particulara in the hands 
of the local inepectors of taxes. 

As regards the stamp stock and cash, as 
soon as it was practicable to visit, the ruins, 
those safes which were stil] intact were broken 
open under the supervision of the Comptrolier 
of Stamps antl Tneóme Tax. The contents 
were found t) be in a charred and crumbling 
condition, and conid not have been conzited 
or seperated. Under these circumstances, 
they were destroyed on the epot. Although 
some af the smaller safes had been broken 
open and partialiy looted by raiders, it is tn- 
likely—regard being had to the damaged con- 
dition of the contente of the larger safes— 
that any eerioug loss can have resulted.

BANK CHEQUES IN 
ENGLAND. 


The attention of the Dublin Chamber of 
Commerce has been drawn bv aeiiember to 
the fact that in cashing a cheque in London, 
drawn on an Trish bank, and duly impressed 
with the Free State stamp, he was reqaired to 
aiiix thereto a 24. English stamp. Other mem-

COUNTY GALWAY. 


MORNING SURPRISE, 


FLYING COLUMN CAPTURED. 

One of the most important captares in 
County Galway took place early yesterday 
morning, when National troops at Cluid, near 
Cuhermorris, took a flying column of eighteen 
men, iully ermed and equipped. The quip- 
ment included 15 Lee-Enfield rifles, á Mauser 
rides, a large land mine, a number of bombs, 
revolvers and new trench coats, leggings and 
Sam Browne belts. 

Captain McElligott and twenty-three 
National soldiers left Galway for operations in 
the north county area at three am. yesterday. 
His party was skirmishing in fields near Ciuid 
at about six o'clock, when the country was 
stil) in darkness. About 200 yards irom a 
group of farmhouses they mw shadorvy 
figures. Having encircled the place, Captain 
McEliigott challenged the men, who made a 
dash for the cover of the houses. The ‘cops 
fired. One é@ection of eight men teok refuge 
in a barn, and were ordered to come out. 
There was no answer, The National Army 
officer then approached the oathouse and flung 
a bomb on to the roof. Soon a white flag was 
hoisted and eight men came out with their 
hands up. 

A man who appeared to be the leader of the 
party said that ted had no sliernative but to 
surrender, as they were taken completely by 
surprise. 

The cordon closed in gradnally on the little 
knot of farmhouses. One of the men made a 
dash to get through the lines. A shot was 
fired over his head, but he continued to run 
through a field. A shot from one of the 
Thompson guns bronght him to the ground. 
Whether he was seriously wounded or not 
has not been ascertairied. 

The remaining ten men eurrendered. All 
were rounded up and marched into Galway. a 
distance of 15 miles. The names of the

TRANSFERS OF POSTAL 
SERVANTS, 

Mr. Davin asked the Postmaster-General if 
he would state the conditions under which 
postal servants serving under the Provisional 
and the Free State Governments were allowed 
to transfer to the service of the British Go- 
vernment, 

The Postmaster-General, in reply, stated 
that, apart from certain officers who were 
epecially transferred in the interesta of the 
service, transfers between this Adminiatra- 
tion and the British were effected on a head 
for head exchange basis—that was, where an 
officer in Ireland was desirous of transferring 
to England they transferred him, and took in 
exchange an Irishman of corresponding rank 
from the British service. The number of such 
transfers. so far, wae , and it was, of 
course, limited by the number of possible 
exchanges. It was understood that certain 
financial .arrangements between the two (io- 
vernments would be necessary before any 
further exchanges. could be effected.

OBITUARY. 
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BROWNE, D.L. 


By the death of Mr. George Eakins Browne, 
D.L., of 14 Shanganagh terrace, Killiney, 
which occurred on Tuesday, a remarkable 
hgure has passed away, To the present 
generation Mr Browne wae little known, 
bnt away back in the seventies he wae an 
active politician and a member of Isaac Butt's 
Ifome Party. At the time of his death 
he was the last survivor of that group oi 
wblic men, which included William Archer 
hann father oí the late John Redmond, 
and Jeseph Biggar. 

Mr. Browne was a native of County Mayo, 
and the family. residence was at Brownstown, 
where be was born 86 years ago. He was for 
4 time member of Parliament for Mayo, and 
to the end cherished the greatest love and 
attachment for native county. 

He sat for Mavo until 1880, when he was 
defeated by Parnell. In 1882 he was asked to

for the borough. In the course of time Mr. 
Browne came to reside in County Dublin, and 
wae for many years a. member of the Killiney 
Urban Council.

He 
Was a gentiaman of gracious manners and 
kindly disposition.

¢ Mr. E. A. Neale, general manager of the 
treat Southern and Western Railway Com- 
pany, gave further evidence before the Com- 
mission on Irish Inland Waterways yesterday. 
Mr. BR N. Tweedy (Chairman) presided, and 
the other members of the Commission present 
were Patrick Leonard and Mr, W. 


Davia, > 

Mr. Neéale produced figures showing the 
amount of traffic at various periods on canal 
and railway systems, respectively, referring 
particularly to the Suir Navigation and the 
Blackwater Navigation. His main contention 
was that the traffic in these areas was carried 
by the railways at reasonable rates in al] the 
circumstances, and that any assistance given 
to the canals by the Government would not 
assist the community, but merely go to im- 
poverish the railway on which the trade of 
the country largely depended. The Govern- 
ment should not use public funds to put the 
competitors of the railway, in a more favour- 
able position. 

Asked whether he objected to the taking 
over of the canal system by the Government, 
whether tolls were charged or not, or irrespec- 
tive of the amount of the toils, Mr. Neale 
said that if the Government took over the 
canals they ought to take over the railways, 
or give them some: other protection, ie 
would prefer that neither shoald be taken 
over by the Government. 

Mr. H. V. Moroney, Harborr Engineer, 
Limerick, was the next witness. After de 
scribing the improvements which he con- 
sidered would be necessary to develop the use 
of the inlatd Waterways connected with 
Limerick, he stated that his personal view 
was that the ennals or inland waterways 
should be worked ‘as separate undertakings, 
and independent of the control of porte or 
railways. He outlined a scheme of contro] by 
a board of directors composed of representa- 
tives of agricultural and trading intereste, 
with an independent chairman, appointed by 
the Government. © The alternative suggestion 
was to free the canals from all tollg and 
charges, and let them be maintained like 
county roads aid guaranteed light railways, 
out of the public rates under the County 
Council. 

Mr. J. Morrissey, auctioneer and corn 
merchant, who stated that for the past 25 
years he had been handling grain and arti- 
cial manures in the Lough Derg area, gave 
evidence to show that a large development of 
traffic for that ares would he expected 
if there were a reduction in freights and an 
extension of facilities.

They had a man with them who 
was dressed as a policeman, and the men 
dressed as soldiers proces ded to strike matches 
to let him see that the man was a bona fide 
policeman, bat he (Colonel Moore) declined to 
jet them in. Anybody knew that the present 
was not a time to bring a Sheriff to anyone's 
house in the hours of night It would be 
guite different in peace time. 


A DIFFERENCE OF OPINION, 

Mr. Andrew Jameson said that the sup- 
porters of the amendment had spoken of the 
danyers of the tame. The Government had 
put forward this bill to deal with the dangers 
of the time, and if the Senate held that a 
sheriff could not go to make a seizure at night- 
time they were going against the Opinion of 
the Governinent, which held that it was neces- 
sary that the shenff should be given power 
to carry out the law.

The Minister for Home Affairs said that the 
amendment only secured that simultaneously 
with the sale there would be an itemised in- 
ventory, but it would not substantially im- 
prove the position of the person whose goods 
had been seized. It was not desirable to bind 
the Under-Sheriff to keep chattels or live-stock 
any longer than was absolutely necessary. A 
seizure might take place in the country on a 
Wednesday afternoon, and there might be a 
market in Dublin the following day at which 
it would be desirable to sell the live-stock. If 
they bound the Under-Sheriff to keep these 
cattle for 48 hours, they would add difficulties 
and embarrassments to a situation which this 
bill had been brought in to obviate 

The amendment was rejected. 

The Minister for Home Affairs moved the 
amendinents which had been promised by the 
Minister for Local Government at the previous 
sitting. The amendments provided that the 
sale should be “ by public auction '; that the 
value of goods exempted shonld be raised from 
£10 to £15; that the Under-Sheriff should not 
be under the necessity of publishing or an- 
nouncing the sale, nor of announcing that the 
sale was by an Under-Sheriff. nor that it was 
a sale of goods, animals and chattels taken in 
execution, 

These amendments were agreed to. 

EXPENSES OF SALE. 

Colonel Moore moved to add that the sale 
shonid be made “ within reasonable limita of 
expense as regards the cost of removal.’’ He 
said that his reason was because these matters 
would be in the hands, not of the old, ex- 
perienced Sub-Sheriffis, but of new men. 

Sir Thomas Esmonde said that he 
second the amendment in order that 
might discuss the point.

law. He said he had excluded from the 


4 amendment the house of the debtor himself. 


r. MacLysaght seconded the amendment. 
The Minister for Home Affairs said that the 
law as it stood contained an anomaly in the 
sense that it provided that while the judg 
ment debtor's house was his castle, and could 
not be broken into, the house of the third 
party was not his castle if goods of a judg- 
ment debtor were found therein. A sheriff 
might break in, and his justification depended 
on whether he found the goods there. The 
proposed modification contained in the bill was 
that a judgment debtor's house should be no 
longer his castle to the extent that under the 
old law entrance could not be obtained except 
by knocking at the door. The house also of a 
third party could be entered if goods belonging 
to the judgment debtor were there. or the 
Under Sheriff was able to show reasonable 
grounds for believing that he would find the 
judgment debtor's goods there. 

The meaning of Colonel Moore’s amendment 
was that the Under Sheriff could never take 
any such risk. The word “ breaking,”’ said 
the Minister, in connection with a house’ did 
not mean that the Sheriff would obtain entrv 
by means of a land mine. Any process of 
entering a house other than that of knocking 
at the front door was called “ breaking.” 

Sir Thomas Esmonde said that he con- 
sidered Clause 10 extremely dangerous it 
gave all the licence they could to the Under 
Sheriff. They might have all kinds of people 
employed as denuty sheriffs. He knew that 
the times were difficult, but-he felt quite sure 
that if the Senate understood what they were 
doing they would not pass this clause. It 
was a most shocking Act in some respects. 
The Government would be wise to knock ont 
the whole of Clause 10 from the word “ pro- 
vided ” in line 27. 

In reply to Sir Jonn Keane, 

The Chairman gaid that the law at present 
gave power to enter third party’s houses, the 
Under Sheriff taking his risk of finding the 
goods there. 

The amendment was rejected. 
The Minister for Home Affairs having moved

REVENUE COMMISSION. 


EXPERIENCED CIVIL SERVANTS 


The. Revenue Commissioners’ Order, 1923, 
was next discussed on a motion that the 
Senate approve of the Order made on Feb- 
ruary 5th inst. by the Executive Council 
under Section 7 of the Adaptation of Enact- 
ments Act, 1922.

TheOrder merely 
created machinery for the ddministration oí 
revenue. The Government had im mind for 
appointment as Commissioners three highly 
experienced civil servants, who, in the opinion 
of the Government, wére the best qualified 
persons available for appointment. Oneof these 
had served in the English Revenue Department 
and one in the Cistoms’ and Excise. These 
two officers held better qualifications for ap- 
pointment than any officer in the Free State. 

Colonel Moore asked was it to be agprece- 
dent that those who had not opted within 
the prescribed period could be bronght into 
the tree State. 

The Chairman said that the consideration 
about these gentlemen opting did not arise, 
and could not arise, because of the positions 
they had occupied. 


APPROVING THE ORDER. 
TAXPAYERS’ RIGHTS 
SAFEGUARDED. 

A motion approving of the Revenue Com- 
missioners’ Order, 1923, was neat submitted. 
The motion was on the following lines :— 
“That this Senate hereby approves. of the 
Revenue Commissioners’ Order, 1923, made on 
Sth February, 1923, by the Executive Council 
under Section 7 of the Adaptation of Enact- 
ments Act. 1922. and laid before this Senate 

on 14th February, 1925. 

Sir Thomas Grattan Esmonde said that they 
had heard the President's announcement, and 
he thought that they had every reason to be 
satisfied that the Government would obtain 
the services of the best men available: The 
Order provided for the setting up of one. of 
the most important portions of administrative 
machinery, and the Commissioners would have 
full control, he understood, of the taxation of 
the country, both Revenue and Excise. There 
were a couple of things that he wished to be 
qnite clear about. Was ‘there to be any ep- 
peal from the decisions of the Commissioners, 
and, if so, what was the nature of it to be? 
Was it to be so arranged thet it would be 
within the reach of the ordinary citizen? He 
really did not quite understand the Order— 
how far it went—but he took i that it. was 
based on the English practice or system. 
What he would suggest to the Ministry 
was that they should have some kind of 
inquiry into the whole system of texation 
in the country, and see whether in some 
respect the machinery could not be simplified 
to enable the taxpayer to see clearly what his 
rights were. 3 

e hoped that, if shey passed. the. motion 
before them, they would not be stereotyping 
the system which prevailed hitherto. - He 
welcomed the proposal to amalgamate. the 
two Boards of Commissioners. 


EFFECT OF THE ORDER. 

Mr. A. Jameson said that in matters 
of this kind now before the House they 
wanted somebody to go into them before they 
were placed in “the hands of Senators. As 
it was, it was impossible for any one of them 
at. short notice to fully. understand wha¥ the 
present Order really meant. So far as he 
could judge, there were only one or two 
things in the Order which altered—and they 
altered it considerably—the practice obtain- 
ing in the past. He was not clear whether 
the privileges given to the taxpayer under 
the Act of 1918 were stated or defined as 
clearly in the Order before them. Under 
Clause 7 they saw that the Commissioners 
were only removable by the Executive 
Council. The effect of that was virtually 
that the Revenue Commissioners would go in 
and eut with the Government of the dav. 

He doubted if it were well that this should 
be applied to officers of such high standing, 
and he referred to the fact that when the 
Commissioners were appointed at the King’s 
pleasure only a breach of duty conid remove 
them from office. The present Order took 
the Commissioners from the control of the 
Treasury, and banded them over to the 
Finance Ministry. That wae a very constder 
able departure, but it was necessary, as there 
was not a properly constituted Treasury in 
Southern lreland.

BAD BUSINESS. 

Senator O'Dea said that never in his 
period had he known business to be in so bad 
a state as it was at the present time in 
Ireland. Merchants were not .forcing the 
collection of their accounts for the simple 
feason that it would mean bankruptcy. If 
they were going to stampede the country. for 
these taxes it would not do any. good, and 
it was a thing, he was sure, that the Ministry 
ot Finance would wish to avoid. Neither 
did he think that it was a good thing for 
the Minister of Finance to take al] the respon 
sibility on himeelf of appointing, nominating, 01 
suspending Commissioners The Senator re- 
ferred to the privilege which the taxpayer had 
under the old Act of appealing to the Special 
Commissionere, who had been, he said, 
eminently suitable for their task. Their own 
Treasury had frequently appealed against 
their decisions, and had bronght things be 
fore the High Courts. They wanted such a 
body of appeal in Ireland. 

Sir John Keane said that. he was inclined 
to agree with the last speaker, that the ap- 
pointment or removal of Commissioners was 
something to be carefully safeguarded. It 
the removal ot an official were vested in the 
Executive Council so also should be the ap 
pointment. He was not, however, prepared 
to agree that the powers of the Finance Ministry 
in that question should. be limited. He 
thought that he was-right in saying that. in 
the case of the present Order thera was also 
a mght-oi appeal from the: Special Commis 
sioners to the High Courts 


MR. COSGRAVE’S STATEMENT. 


President Cosgrave, who was in attendance 
during the dehate, explained that the Order 
would not restrict the powers or privileges of 
the taxpayer im any way. It might be taken 
that the rights and privileges allowed tax- 
payers under the British Government would 
wholly remain under the new Order The 
right of appeal was not interfered with in the 
least by the Order. They would have their 
own Special Commissioners, and the taxpayers 
would continue to have the right of appeal to 
the County Courts. He pointed out that the 
Order could only be changed by the Execu- 
tive Council, and was not subject to altera- 
tion by the Dail or the Senate. He was sure 
that it would be appreciated that it was hard 
to meet the point of the Senator who said 
that the fiscal system of Fingland was not 
suited for Ireland. Anyone in their genera 
tion would hardly live to see the. day when 
the Ministry of Finance would have estab 
lished. a fiscal system which would have the 
cordial approval and support of the whole 
country. (Langhter.) The urgency of the 
present Order would be appreciated when 
they considered that the period between then 
and the beginning of the financial year was 
very short. 

Replying to Senator Jameson, Mr. Cosgrave 
said that there was not any provision in the 
Constitution for the setting ap of a Treasury. 
He thought that it would le more advisable 
to see how the machinery of a Finance 
Ministry would work before setting um a 
Treasury, considering also that once estab- 
lished a Treasury would be difficult to get 
rid of.

THE EDUCATION 

The Minister ot .Education 
said that the education qnestion WAS 
which had long occupied public 
and was occupying the attention of 
vernment. [ remedy Was undoubtedly re 
quired, bet the.remedy was not by any means 
a simple one.
